Dear Mr. Keough: 

This letter provides additional information regarding your request for the Supplemental Security 
Income Displays (SSID) for the 433 deceased individuals identified in your initial Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request (AR9240). 

We previously informed you that when a state death report is the Social Security 
Administration’s sole source of a decedent’s death, we cannot disclose information about the 
decedent. 42 U.S.C. § 405(r)(6). Per our February 8, 2018 letter, we advised that we would 
notify you of any deceased individuals for whom we require proof of death. Enclosed are 3 
spreadsheets that contain the names of 117 individuals for whom we require proof of death 
before we can proceed with processing your request. Also notated on the spreadsheets are 
information on three individuals for whom no Social Security number was provided and/or the 
record was not found. 

We will accept the following proofs of death: 

• a copy of a public record of death of the number holder; or 

• a statement of death by the funeral director; or 

• a statement of death by the attending physician or the superintendent, physician, or intern 
of the institution where the person died; or 

• a copy of the coroner’s report of death or the verdict of the coroner’s jury; or 

• a copy of an official report of death or finding of death made by an agency or department 
of the U.S. which is authorized or required to make such a report or finding in the 
administration of any law of the U.S.; or 

• an obituary with sufficient identifying information.
